2. Alr Operations Room (LOS) 1, Prague-Kbely, constitutes an independent military 
unit, subordinated to the General Steff, Air Force Command. fts task is to 


provide an accurate picture of air operations in times of war, over Czecho- 
slovak territory as well as on allied amenemy territory. It is organized 
according to the British pattern, and it seems that it was set up by a 

Colonel Vrana who is now abroad. LOS 1 is located in the Prague-Kbely barracks, 
in the rear of the barracks buildings, at the edge of the Letnany airfield 

in the direction of the Aero aircraft works. It has been in operation since 

‘15 January 1950. Six radio-telegraphers of the Air Force and four from the 
Petrin station were transferred to LOS 1 at the time.

There are also direct telephone lines between LOS Prague, 
LOS Zyolen, and an LOS located in Budapest, with the following secret 
code-names: Prague ~ ZEUS; evoten Deas Budapest - OLYMPIA. 


d. Three radar sets, of which two are mobile and one is a fixed range finder, 
located on Prague-Mountain at Brdy, 420 ke/s, 4 DC. As far as known to 
source, the only fixed range Pinder has been erected at Kbely. It 
consists of four antenna masts, connected by a shielded cable running 
about two meters under the earth. All other stations have EBP2 range

5» In order to prevent escapes of pllots,all pilots flying on specified missions 
are glven a strictly limited corridor along which to fly and have to maintain 
radio-contact with LOS every five minutes, reporting their position, altitude, 
direction, and sometimes thelr mission. The lotel air-control which reports 
their start also has to report their mission. 


6. Other units located at Kbely include a career meteorologist NCO sichool, 
with a course for conscript meteorologist NCOs; an Air Force transport 
regiment, equipped with DC3 and D 52 a/c; a training squadron; and a technical 
squadron. The training school for operating gas-turbine aircraft was trans-— 
ferred from Zatec to Kbely during the summer of 1950, because a concrete 
runway had been completed at Kbely. In 1951 the school was transferred to 
Milovice. ;
